Holland mid his review are particularly interesting. He confirms the iu,- 
presssion I'd formed of him, of a roan who believes his is such a big brain it 
has no need for fact except if he can corrupt it to fit his preconceptions.

Or tliat American petroleum 
interests, having charged Cuba extortionate prices, refused to process raw 
petroleum ^astro bought at a much lower price. That forced Mm to nationalise 
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first petroleum interest/ and then others. V/o^ere determined to continue to 
rob 6‘ub a> to extort what wo could extort, and was going to ti^ach it if it <{Tared 
object or try to save itself. 

Tliat Kennedy liad a back channel with Dobrynin is something I wondered about 
when Bobby went to see him during tho crisis but j had no knowledge of it. V/hat 
Holland does not say is wiia : f the political climate created by the previous ad- 
ministrations was, a word about the u old War, or about what would happen if it 
0ot to be known that the Kennedy administration liad haytliing but bombs for the 
USSR, leave alone a desire fo^ 1 peace, for reducing the bankrupting cost of the 
Cols War and for ending it. He did get detente started and did not survive that, 

I am not now certain but I tliinlc the ^olshakov Bobby met with is the man 
to whom /^iruschev turned to get Ms first missile proposal to the Kennedy 
administral ion. 

Holland has come to regard M. .self as aj^ib; ^rain and this writing also 
illustrates tliat. He is defensive of the official posture and holes and in 
effect argues the administrations 1 positions. As he did with the Warren Com- 
mission in Aapricjan Iteritajge, 
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[ J art of the Lyons article in the July Fourth ^ecade is quite interesting 
and is what I'd believed at the outset, that Oswald did buy a movie ticket and 
would not have done anytliing as stupid and as certain to attract attention to 
liimself as going in without a ticket* Particularly when he had to expect to 
bo seen by the ticket laker as soon as he was inside the door. Nothing else 
made any sense and I wondered if it was even possiblee for Brewer to see the 
door from his shor store. X did not beliove him in any e\^nt. However, Marrs 
is not really a dependable source*
